Court-martiai's Verdict 
Disapproved. 


Slaughter of Samar Natives a 
_Regrettable Act. 


Gen. Chaffee Declares Both 
Waller and Day Are 
Culpable. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—PM* 
ANILA, May 25.—{By Manila Ca- 
blie.}] The official findings of the 
court-martial that tried Maj. L. 

W. T. Waller and Lieut. John A. Day 

of the Marine Corps for executing na- 

tives on the island of Samar without 
trial, have been made public. The 
reviewing authority of the court, 

Maj.-Gen. Chaffee, commander-in-chief 

of the American forces in the Philip- 

pines, has expressed disapproval of 
the court's findings in both cases. 
ARMY'S HONOR STAINED. 
Referring to the case of Maj. Wal- 
ler, the reviewing authority says: 
“The sending of the natives in ques- 
tion to their deaths partook more of 
unlawful retaliation than a justifiable 
act of war. In justice to the Amert- 
can military service, the findings of 
acquittal demand that they shall not 
meet with unqualified approval. 
“The marines in Samar underwent 


great suffering before their rescue. and 


their officers from their sick bed voiced 
the revengeful anger of the men who 
telephoned to Maj. Waller advising 
him that the stevedores be killed. 
Maj. Waller received this Message 
while he was sick from a fever, suf- 
fering acute pain of body, due to ex- 
posure, and his exertions in behalf of 
hia men, and his mental anguleh con- 


cerning their fate, which had long been 


in doubt. Maj. Waller was at the 
time in telephonic communication with 
Gen. Smith, who commanded the 
American forees in Samar. but he de- 
liberately chose not to consult Gen. 
Smith regarding his contemplated ac- 
tion, and, rather than forego the ex- 
ecution of bis unrestrained will, he as. 
sumed the power the laws of war and 
the customs of the service confer upon 
the commanding officers, only, in time 
of war. 

“Giving heed to the mental at 
of Maj. Waller, as much of a 
ings of the court as are to the effect 
that Maj. Waller is not guilty of mur- 
der are approved. But the reviewing 
authority is at a loss to understand 
why the court did not find against Maj 
Waller in the minor offense. With the 
exception noted, the acquittal, as it ap- 
pears in the record of the proceedings, 
is disapproved.” 

SHOULD HAVE DISOBEYED. 

Referring to the case of Lieut. Day 
the reviewing authority says: 

“The accused knew that for three 
wecks Maj. Waller had undergone a 
test of his mental and physica! endur- 
ance, such as few men are called upon 
to suffer. 


“While fully conceding the grave re- 


sponsibility assumed by a subordinate 
officer in wilfully disobeying an order 
of his commanding officer, still the 
weighty reasons related, with which 
Lieut. Day was acquainted, so tainted 
Maj. Walier’s order that Lieut. Day 
should have been prompted to dis- 
obedience. An officer must be con- 
scientiously regardful of the unques- 
tioned legalit- of his agency in taking 
the lives of his fellow-men. Above and 
beyond al] personal consideration, of- 
ficers must guard the name and honor 
of the country. Had Lieut. Day been 
actuated by such consideration he 
would probably have Bod 
the most regrettable ents 
annals of the military service of the 
United States.”

NEW YORK, May 2%.--(Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The Sun's Manila cable 
says currency difficulties have reached 
a stage where the whole system is 
generally considered a curse. In in- 
terviews, merchants have absolutely 
condemned the continuance of a pres- 
ent silver standard, or anything #im- 
lar to it, declaring it is a heavy 
drawback to the prosperity and de- 
velopment of the country. It is im- 
possible to conduct legitimate busi- 
ness by means of the present medium. 
To make time contracts under pres- 
ent conditions Is to enter upon prob- 
lematical ventures, while large trans- 
actions of any kind are absotutely 
prohibited. The shifting standard 
kills business, and nobody except 
banks and exchange speculators de- 
rive a benefit. Merchants gay action 
by Congress fixing the standard is 

urgently imperative. 

In addition to merchants, thousands 
of civil employés are monthly losing 
part ef their remittances to the United 
States which is causing much dissat- 
isfaction. 

The Philippine Commission has es- 
tablished a court, to determine ap- 
peals from decisions in custom cares. 
It will consist of Commissioner Ide, 
Chief Justice Arellano and Judge 
Crossfield. Eight hundred appeals, 
involving in the aggregate $1,690,000 
have already been filed.

ASHINGTON, May 25.—The 
members of the French commis- 
sion which came to Washington 

to attend the ceremonies incident to 

the unveiling of the Rochambeau 
statue finished their visit here today 
and tonight left the city for Niagara 

Falis, on their tour of the East be- 

fore returning home. 

There were, were no formal func- 
tions on the programme for today, but 
the --visitors found every minute of 
their time occupied in attending di- 
vine service, returning numerous 
calis, official and otherwise, and in 
drives about the city and suburbs. 

Ambassador Cambon accompanied 
the members of the mission to St. 
Patrick's Church at 10 o'clock in the 
agg where low mass was said by 

v. Dr. Mangien of Baltimore, Rt. 
Rev. Monsignor Rooker of the Apos- 
tolic delegation, and other priests as- 
sisting. The visitors wore the full 
uniform of their rank. 

CARDINAL/S SERMON. 

Cardinal Gibbons preached a short 
sermon. Of Rochambeau he said, in 


part: 

“Without detracting from the merits 
of his brothers in arms, I can affirm 
that Rochambeau was the flower of 
the French aliled army. Mature in 
years, experienced in military cam- 
paigns, a veteran of the seven years’ 
wer, calm, deliberate, self-poised, he 
was @ man according to Washington's 
own heart—the general on whose 
counsel and prudence he could rely 
more than on that of any other com- 
mander. 

“When the American troops under 
Washington, and the French forces 
under Rochambeau, were on the 
march to Yorktown, Washington 
gallantly proposed to give the post 
of distinction to the French army. 
Rochambeau gracefully declined the 
honor, and in doing so he followed the 
Impulse of his own heart as well as 
the general instructions he received 
from his government, that he should 
always subordinate himself to the 
American commander-in-chief. 

“The army of Cornwallis was sur- 
rounded on land by the French and 
Amertcan troops, and was prevented 
from escaping to sea by the fleet of 
Admiral De Grasse, which guarded 
Chesapeake Bay, and thus the defeat 
of the English commander was in- 
evitable, and he surrendered his 
sword to Washington. The cdpitula- 
tion of Cornwallis was the most de- 
cisive event of the American Revolu- 
tion. 

“May the friendship subsisting be- 
tween France and America—a friend- 
ship coeval with our history as a na- 
tlon—a friendship to which we owe our 
existence as an independent, sovereign 
power—may this historic friendship be 
perpetuated. May it be strengthened 
and consolidated by the tron bonds of 
commerce and by the golden links of 
brotherly love. May the two great re- 
publics of the world go hand in hand 
in the march of liberty and progress 
and civilization. The monument erected 
to Rochambeau in the capital of the 
nation will ever remind the American 
citizen who will contemplate it, of the 
everlasting debt of gratitude which 
the United States owes to France.” 

VISITED ARLINGTON. 

The weather was very warm during 
the afternoon, and some of the visitors 
preferred to rest, while others made 
calls or took rides about the city and 
suburbs.

PACIFIC CABLE. . 


GOVERNMENT ALD NOT NEEDED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WAfHINGTON, May 2.—({Exaclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Senator Perkins of 
California, who introduced the Corliss 
Pacific Cable Bill in the Senate, said 
today. in connection with the recent 
decision of the House Committee on 
Rules to fix a time for the considers. 
tion of the measure in the House: 

“I have been for years anxious for 
a cable across the Pacific. I inuto- 
duced the Corliss bil! in the Senate, and 
fully intended to push it. I was con- 
fident of its passage through both 
houses. But this was with the impres- 
sion that the only way to get a cable 
was to have the government bulid 
4: or pay a larger subsidy than would 
be advisable, to induce a private cum- 
pany to build it. The fact has de- 
veloped that a perfectly capable and 
reilable private com y had decided 
to build a cable withodt any govern- 
ment aid, and had let contracts to 
that end. The Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, to whith the bill was re- 
ferred, took up the question of 4 Pa- 
cific cable, and found this was the 
situation. I then asked that my bill 
be indefinitely laid aside, and the com- 
mittee assented to this by unanimous 
vote. This is about the only p - 
tlon I have ever seen before Congress 
that had but one side to it. It is in 
no wise probable that the government 
wishes unnecessarily to invest fifteen 
or twenty million dollars in a Pacific 
cable. If the government should either 
now or hereafter desire to own a cable 
across the Pacific, the only reasonable 
thing for the government to do is to 
let this com build the cable, and 


then buy it from them. This would 


save a great deal of trouble, expense 
and time.” 

Representative Loud, dean of the 
California delegation in the House, 
sald: 

“I do not beHeve the government 
should embark in any enterprise which 
oan legitimately be carried on by pri- 
vate individuals. | understand that 
private enterprise has already in- 
augurated a project to bulld a Pa- 
aific cable, and that the work ls now 
in progress. John W. Mackay, head 
of this company, is held in the high- 
est esteem in California. both as «a 
business man and a citizen, and from 
what I learn from friends who are 
intimate with him, I have absolute 
confidence in his word, and that he 
will do whatever he agrees to do. I 
hold to the view that the government 
should not compete with any person 
or corporation im the transaction of 
any business.”

Archaeologist—Justice as it was Meted 

Out in the Days of Abraham. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, May 2.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World's Paris cable 
says that Prof. Morgan, the archae- 
ologist, has succeeded in deciphering 
the words of King Kammouradi of 
Babylonia, contemporary of Father 
Abraham. Law books written on clay 
were discovered by a French explora- 
tion party, engaged in digging up the 
ancient city of Suga and form the 
principal attraction of the archaeolog- 
ical exhibition at the Grand Palais, 
opened, May 12. 

Parts of the code deciphered by the 
professor deal with criminal, civil 
and commercial jaw. Here are some 
extracts from the fundamental law of 
the ancient Babylonian kingdom: 

“The man who robs a house afire 
shall be thrown into the fire.” 

“The burglar discovered in the act 
has forfeited his life, if he carries 
weapons on his body. He shall be 
buried on the spot where he entered 
the house.” 

“He who destroys a fruit tree shall 
be fined ten pieces of silver.” 

“He who drives another man's ox 
to death shall give an ox for an ox.” 

“He who injures an animal shall be 
fined haif the worth of the animal.” 

“A woman inheriting a house, a field 
or an orchard from her husband must 
not be molested in her possessions, 
which she shall be free to leave to 
her favorite son. Her husband's chil- 
dren shall not be entitled to fight the 
testament.” 

“He who enters into a contract 
without witnesses or without any in- 
strument’ in writing shall not be al- 
lowed to carry his case before the 
courts.”

The Step Taken in Order to Forestall 
the Morgan Combine in Oriental 
Waters—Seventy Steamers Already in 
Service and Others Building.

TACOMA, May %.—{Exchpive Dis- 
patch.] Eleven Japanese steamship 
companies have pooled their interests, 
forming a shipping trust which will 
aim to control the steamship service 
between Japanese and other oriental 
ports. 

The combine was formed last month 
at a meeting held at Osaka. It has sev- 
enty steamers, representing a tonnage 
of 120,000, with a number of large 
steamers building. It includes all the 
important Japanese navigation com- 
panies, except two, which operate to 
Puget Sound and San Francisco. 

Oriental advices received today state 
that the decision of the vessel owners 
to combine was hastened by the for- 
mation of the Morgan Atlantic shipping 
trust. Japanese ship owners are desir- 
ous of maintaining Papan’s merchant 
fleet as the greatest fleet in Oriental 
waters. Fearing that the Atlantic com- 
bine would gradually seek to control 
shipping to Asiatic ports, it was 
Uought best to prepare for competition 
by organizing trust on estmilar lines 
\s fast as needed more steamers will 
be added to the lines running to Port 
Arthur, Viadivostok, Shanghai, Hong- 
kong and Famosra. Each company has 
advanced one yen per ton of registered 
tonnage to furnish funds for the pro- 
tection of the combine.

FERNIE (B. C.) May 25.—Chased by 
an angry mob of 500 miners and citi.

T)\OVE OF PEACE STILL 
HOVERING NEAR. 


BRITISH PUBLIC EXPECTING TO 
HEAR GOOD NEWS. 

Officials Continue Their Silence on the 


Subject of Negotiations—Great Hopes 
Built on Little Wisps of Censored 


Dispatches. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

LONDON, May 25.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Continued official silence re- 
garding peace negotiations is inter- 
preted by the majority of the British 
public as a hopeful sign. There is 
growing belief that at least the ex- 
change of proposals has not ceased. A 
censored dispatch sent from Pretoria 
this morning says six Boer leaders are 
still there. Other delegates are still 
at Vereeniging, but no hint is given 
as to the progress of affairs there, 
regarding which apparently as little is 
known as here. 

The dispatch adds that the birthday 
of the late Queen was celebrated as 
Victoria Day by children's parades 
and athletic games. A crowd assem- 
bled in Church Square in front of the 
government buildings on the rumor 
that a proclamation stating the peace 
position would be issued, but the rumor 
proved groundless. It is significant 
that a dispatch from Wellington, New 
Zealand, contains the following mes- 
sage from Mr. Sedden, Prime Minister 
of New Zealand, who/is now in South 
Africa, to Sir Joseph G. Ward, who 
holds several ministerial positions in 
the New Zealand Cabinet: 

“T have had a satisfactory interview 
with Lord Milner and Gen. Kitchener. 
I do not think another contingent is 
necessary.’ 

Great hopes are built on this tele- 
gram, though it is ponted out that Mr. 
Sedden has been confident of every- 
thing during his visit to South Africa. 

It is understood that the Boer dele- 
gates are awaiting a reply to half a 
dozen points which they raised. These 
were considered at Friday's Cabinet 
meeting, and the reply has been sent, 
with the addendum that this is the 
final communication of the government. 
which must be accepted or rejected 
outright. The result may possibly be 
known by Wednesday. It is believed 
that the three chief points are: The 
period to elapse before autonomy is 
granted; the use of the Boer language 
in echools, and the duration of the 
diefranchisement of the Cape rebels. 

It ie also certain that the Boers seek 
satisfactory assurances regarding the 
possession of arms. They fee! that their 
loss of prestige among the natives, if 
they are not allowed to carry arms, 
would be intolerable. It will be seen 
that all these are serious questions, 
only the English versions of which are 
canvaseed here. with more optimism 
than was displayed on the eve of pre- 
vious expected settlements.

AMBASSADOR’S DEATH.

London Papers Refer to Him as the 
Greatest of Diplomats—Pleasant Re- 
lations With the United States His 
Most Notable Work.

LONDON, May 2%.—{By Atlaritic 
Cable.) The deep importance at- 
tached here to the friendship of the 
United States could not better be ex- 
emplified than by the unusually sin- 
cere expressions, published in_ the 
London press of regret at the death 
of Lord Pauncefote, the British Am- 
bassador at Washington, and the 
high eulogiums of his career in the 
United States. The papers this morn- 
ing vie with each other in paying trib- 
ute to the inestimable value of Lord 
Pauncefote's work to the empire in 
the difficult position which, the Daily 
Chronicle reminds its readers, is now 
the most exacting in diplomatic serv- 
ice, and quite different from the time 
when Lord Stratford de Radcliffe de- 
scribed the Washington legation as 
“very pleasant, socially, but not re- 
quiring any great talents, politically.” 
Naturally the occasion leads to the 
reviewing of the various thorny ques- 
tions Lord Pauncefote had to deal with 
and some little resentment is still dis- 
om hee oter the manner in which Lord 
ackville-West, British Minister at 
Washington from 1881 to 1888, was dis- 
missed. But these allusions are only 
made to emphasize the credit due Lord 
Pauncefote for the good relations now 
existing between Great Britain and 
the United States. 

The Chronicie says: “He will be 
remembered as the first and best Am- 
bassador that this or any other coun- 
try ever accredited to the great re- 
public.” 

The Standard says: “Perhaps the 
most eloquent form praise of Lord 
Pauncefote can take is to observe that 
he left relations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States so smooth 
that it may appear ungracious to re- 
vive memories of the time when they 
were troubled.” 

The Dally Telegraph says: “It is 
not too much to say that the last of 
the great ambassadors has disap- 
peared. Lord Pauncefote will always 
be remembered as the ploneer of the 
surreme pact of perpetual friendship 
between Great Britain and America 
whica will some day be accomplished.” 

All the morning papers publish long 
cablegrams containing the opinions of 
American newspapers and statesmen 
concerning the deceased Ambassador, 
and print portratts of Lord Pauncefote, 
sketches of his life, etc. Gratitude is 
expressed to the United States for 
granting a state funeral to Lord 
Pauncefote, while the Dally Mall sug- 
gesta that, in view of the larger in- 
terests now bound up in British rela- 
tions with the United States, the ques- 
tion may arise of giving the primacy 
to the Washington instead of to the 
Paris embassy, which hag hitherto held 
the first place in the diplomatic hier- 
archy.

ECONOMICAL CONGRESS. 


NO RILLION-DOLLAR SBPSSION., 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It is far from accurate to 
predict that the appropriations made 
and to be made by Congress this ses- 
sion will warrant calling it a “billlon- 
dollar session.” A careful study of all 
supply bills, big and little, shows at 
the outside estimate that the total ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1903, will not exceed §775,- 
000, 000. 

The total appropriations for the 
current fiscal year made by the last 
Congress are $730,338,576. This would 
mean an increase by this Congress at 
this session of less than $45,000,000, No 
Rivers and Harbors Bill was passed 
for 1902, although the sum of $7,046,- 
623 was appropriated in the Sundry 
Civil Act to carry out contracts au- 
thorized by law for river and harbor 
improvemerts in 1902. 

The officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment do not fear these increased ap- 
propriations. The treasury has today 
about $124,000.000 on deposit in na- 
tional banks and has on hand in cash 
$63,000,000, or $13,000,000 in excess of the 
theoretical working balance which the 
Secretary of the Treasury desires to 
maintain. That means over and above 
that working balance there is on hand 
a surplus of $137,000,000. 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 

PROGRAMME OF SENATE. 

‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—From pres- 
ent indications the Senate will devote 
another full week, if not a longer time, 
to consideration of the Philippine Bill. 
The prediction is freely made that a 
vote will not be reached before the mid- 
die of the following week. There are 
still a number of set speeches prom- 
ised on the bill, and some other Sena- 
tors have not yet indicated whether 
they will speak or not. Senator Bur- 
rows will be heard tomorrow in ad- 
vocacy of the bill and dmong others 
who expected to speak during the 
week are Senators Patterson, Pettus, 
Bailey and Bacon, in opposition to the 
bill, and Senator Spooner in its sup- 
port. When the set speeches are dis- 
posed of, there will be an effort to se- 
cure two or three days’ time for con- 
sideration of amendments, allowing 
speeches not exceeding ten or fifteen 
minutes on each of them. 

It is not expected that there will be 
any session on Friday, Memorial Day. 
There may be an effort to keep the 
Senate in session, but this effort wi!! 
be antagonized. 

The time for taking a vote on the 
Philippine measure has caused consid- 
erable abatement in the preparation 
of the discussion of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal Bill and the Cuban Reciprocity 
Bill, which will be taken up next in 
succession or jointly. 


BEET MEN COURT DELAY. 


The beet-sugar people expect a 
month's debate on the Nicaragua Bill, 
but this expectation is not in accord 
with the advocates of the Nicaragua 
Bill or its opponents on the Isthmian 
Canal Committee. Both these elements 
are now claiming a majority and are 
saying that the sooner the vote is 
taken the better they will be satisfied. 
The eapioe men, however, are 
counting confidently on the co/iperation 
that finds itself in the minority in the 
matter of postponing the vote on the 
canal bill. In other words, the beet- 
sugar advocates welcome the introduc- 
tion of any question that will defer 
consideration of the Cuban biil, since 
they think that there will be no Cuban 
legislation at ail if the taking up of 
that question can be postponed until 
after the passage of al! the appropria- 
tion bills. The appropriation bills 
should be passed before the firat of 
July in order to supply money for 
the support of the gevernment after 
that date, and they consequently ex- 
pect that considerable time will be 
given during June to the appropriation 
bills remaining undisposed of They 
count confidently on early adjournment 
of Congress after the appropriation 
bills are out of the way, and they hope 
that if after that time there is an ef- 
fort to pass the Cuban bill, it will be 
incumbent on the friends of the bills 
to maintain a quorum in the Senate. 

“It would be hardly fair.” said a 
beet-sugar Republican Senator today, 
in discussing the contingency men- 
tioned, “to expect the opponents of 
the proposed reduction to assts«t in pro- 
longing a session in midsummer for 
the purpose of passing a measure which 
a do not want to see enacted tnto 
aw.”

LARGEST CYANIDING PLANT. 
° 


Interesting Mine Reports—Thunder 
Mountain a Huge Failure—Pride of 
the West’s New Mill—In the Rand 


District—Mining Notes. 


Manuel Lowenstein, Los Angeles, 
writes The Times, regretting that the 
newspapers of California do not de- 
vote more attention to the mines of 
the State. Mr. Lowenstein should read 
his Times more carefully: if he did 
he would find that The Times prints 
everything concerning mines in Califor- 
nia that legitimately comes within the 


scope of mining news. 
THE VERY LARGEST. 


The PBiack Hills Mining Review of 
Deadwood, South Dakota, prints the 
following: 

“The proposed new cyanide plant of 
the Horseshoe Mining Company of 
Pluma is to be the largest complete 
crushing cyaniding mill in the world. 
It will be large enough to treat 1250 
tons of ore per twenty-four hours. 
This will lead the big cyanide plant at 
Mercur, Utah, by some 200 tons 4 day, 
the Mercur plant haing a capacity 
of about one thousand tons a day. 

That will be a pretty big plant, but 
it will be a long way from being the 
“largest in the world.” If the editor 
of the Deadwood paper desires to see 
what will be the largest cyanide plant 
in the world, he will have to come to 
Southern California, and he will see it 
at the California King Gold Mines 
Company’s property at Picacho, San 
Diego county. This plant will have a 
capacity of 1800 tons of ore every 
twenty-four hours, which is nearly 
one-half more than that of the South 
Dakota plant. And, talking about big 
plants, it is of interest to note that two 
of the largest stamp mills on the Pa- 
cifie Coast are in Southern California. 

GETTING EXPENSES DOWN. 

The reports of some of the large 
mining companies of California for 
last year present some very interest- 
ing features in the matter of costs 
incurred per ton of ore for mining and 
milling. In reference to this, the San 
Francisco Chronicle cites some in- 
stances, showing how nicely .costs are 
now calculated. It says: “The last 
annual report of the Gwin Mining 
Company shows that the combined cost 
of mining 107,412 tons of ore and mill- 


ing 107,380 tons averaged $2.6658 per 
ton. The previous year the average 
cost per ton was 2.7261. The im- 


proved methods of operation adopted 
during the last fiscal year of the com- 
pany saved 6.300 cents in the expense. 
The cost of mining the ore and deliv- 
ering it to the mill amounted to 
$2.2854 per ton, or one-hundredth of a 
cent less than the average expense 
of the operation the year before, The 

r°part of the saving was effected 
in the milling and concentrating de- 
partments. Last year these operations 
averaged $0.3840 per ton, against $0.4106 
in the year previous. The ore milled 
yielded a total of $443,699.20, or an aver” 
age of $4.132 per ton. The process 
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pany was able to divide $125.90 amone 


of recovery was so close that only 
$0.358 per ton of the average actual 
gold contents of the ore, as deter- 
mined by assay, escaped into the tall- 
On such close figuring the com- 


its stockholders. This represented «a 
dividend of 12% per cent. of the par 
value of the stock.” 

The Oneida and the Kennedy mines 
have cut down the cost of produing 
gold bullion from the ore by similar 
economical manufacturing methods to 
a point less than $2.80 per ton, and 
they expect ultimately to reduce it to 
$2.25 per ton. The Keystone, which 
is located on the same vein, is said to 
be mining and delivering ore to the 
mill at a cost of $1.60 per ton. These 
mines are all obtaining their ore »de- 
tween the 1500 and 2200-foot levels. 

A THUNDBDRING FAILURE. 

The Daily Mining Record of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., prints 4 letter from 
Brookes Irone, who 
from Thunder Mountain, Idaho. n 
his letter, Mr. Irone says that Thunder 
Mountain is nothing more nor less than 
a grand fake, and quotes from state- 
ments of C. 8. Witherspoon, who also 
went over the district. Mr. Irone 
writes: “Witherspoon has been out 
several days, and we have heard noth- 
ing from him. He has investi ated the 
country about the head of Holy Ter- 
ror Creek, and finds some porphyry 
dykes, but no gold in sight. Assays 
on the rock give only $1 to $4 a ton, 
instead of $138 a ton, as reported to 
you by the assay sheets. There is lit- 
tle value In any of the claims, except 
for the one selling them. The coun- 
try is full of grafters and fakers, 
everyone trying to sell out.” 

ARIZONA MINES. 

The Florence Blade states that the 
dircetors of the Bobtai] Company have 
decided to add another batttery of 
stamps to their mill, and do custom 
work. They expect to receive a con- 
siderable quantity of ore from Ray 
and Kelvin camps. 

The Globe Silver Belt states that the 
Black Warrior plant, including the 
acid works, leacher and melting fur- 
nace, are in successful operation. Over 
one hundred tons of Montgomery ore 
are being treated daily by the leacher 
and about forty tons of copper, 99.5 
fine, have been turned out from the 
furnace. 

A report to Mineral Wealth of King- 
man states that the Minnesota-Connor 
at Chioride, is sacking rich ore and 
turning out large quantities of con- 
centrates. They have 100 men at work, 
and it is stated have room for a few 
more good miners. 

The Jerome Reporter states that the 
United Verde Copper Company is put- 
ting in the largest fly-wheel ever 
brought to Jerome. It came in two 
sections, and when in position will 
weigh 50,000 pounds. 

A report from Nogales states that 
the big mil! of the Pride of the West 
mine at Washington camp has been 
started up and is running full biast. 

When the Oro Grande Mifiing Com- 
pany installs its big electric plant, 
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Wickenbure, as the News-Herald of 
that city states, will be supplied with 
electricity for lighting and power 
purposes.

BULLET AND GAS BRING DEATH TO 
MAN AND WOMAN. 


Mystery of Self-murder of Mathias 
C. Steffes, an Electrician—Mrs. E. 
Lawton, Melancholy, Inhales Fumes 
From Gas Stove and Dies. 


Mystery surrounds § the suicide of 
Mathias C. Steffes, a young electrician 
who fired a bullet into his brain yes- 
terday afternoon at the Windham 
lodging-house, No. 109% South Broad- 
way, and died an hour later at the 
Receiving Hospital. 

Steffes was the twenty-one-year-old 
son of Pascal Steffes, a carpenter who 
lives in a small cottage at No. 1021 
West First street. He had not been 
living at home, but had a room in 
some downtown ilodging-house. His 
last employment was with the Home 
Telephone Company, but he was to 
have left Los Angeles yesterday to 
take a position at Santa Paula. 

At 2:45 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Steffes entered the Windham ‘odg'ng- 
house, only a few seconds after Mre. 
Grace Graff, proprietor of the house, 
had come in from the street and gune 
to her room on the third floor uf the 
building. 

The onl person who admits having 
seen Steffes is Miss Hattie Michels, a 
young woman lodger, who is employe. 
at the Hollenbeck Café. She was sit- 
ting on the rear balcony of the build- 
ing, drying her hair in the sun. 

Shortly after Mrs. Graff 
through the ball Miss Michels saw 
a man waik from the landing at the 
top of the second fight of stairs to 
the front end of the hall, but the in- 
terior of the house was dark «und 
Miss Michels could not tell where he 


stopped. 
An instant later she heard a ‘hot, 
and, together with several other 


lodgers, she rushed into the hall, where 
Steffes was found lying on his back, 
his brains oozing from a jagged hole 
in the right temple. He was still 
breathing. and an alarm was sent at 
once to the Police Station. which 
is immediately at the rear of the jodg- 
ing-house. 

Steffes was taken to the Receiving 
Hospital, but he was beyond aid and 
at 4 o'clock his dead body was taken 
to Booth & Boylson's morgue. 

The father of Steffes, when informed 
of the suicide, said he could divine no 
reason for the act. The young tan 
was not addicted to drink, he sald, 
and was not despondent when he 
called at the family home Saturday 
afternoon. Just at the time the sul- 
cide occurred the elder Steffes was 
searching for his son, to whom he 
intended to deliver a letter. 

A motive suggested for the self- 
murder is that Steffes was in love 
with a young woman who had a room 
at the Windham, and with whom he 
is supposed to have had some trou- 


ble. 

When Steffes fired the Yullet into 
his brain he was standing before the 
door of room 22, which is occupied by 
a woman known as Lilile Smith. 


MELANCHOLY WOMAN. 
INHALES COAL GAS. 

Mrs. E. Lawton, wife of a train 
agent employed by the Denison News 
Company, committed suicide some time 
yesterday by inhaling fumes from a 
Kas stove. Lawton and his wife and 
fourteen-year-old daughter engaged 
rooms a week ago at the residence 
of W. A. Deidrich, a tailor employed 
by Mullen & Bluett, at No. 114% 
Santee street. 

Lawton went out on his run to El 
Paso Saturday afternoon, and yester- 
day morning Deidrich and his family 
left home at 8 o'clock for a tally- 
ho ride, leaving Mrs. Lawton and her 
daughter in their apartments. At that 
time Mrs. Lawton seemed cheerful, al- 
though for several days previous she 
had been melancholy and apparently 
ill. Some time during the morning the 
little girl went to church, remaining 
away all day. 

When Deidrich and his family «re- 
turned home at 6 o'clock they letected 
a strong odor of gas coming from Mra. 
Lawton'’s rooms, which were on the 
second floor front of the bulldine. The 
doors were locked, but Deidrich en- 
tered through a window from the balt- 
cony. 

Mrs. Lawton'’s body was found on 
the floor, close beside the gas stove, 
the valve of which was wide . pen, She 
had removed her clothing and 4 mMnNed 
a night dress, @pparentiv with the 
deliberate intention of ending her [ife. 

Dre. Paul Bresee and La Drue at- 
tempted to revive her, but their ef- 
forts were futile. 

The body was taken to the under- 
taking rooms of Bresee Bros., and a 
was sent to Lawton at EF! 
aso. 


QUALITY IN CIRCULATION. 


Quantity of Lesser Importance to Ad- 


vertisers in Newspapers, Says Herbert 
F. Gunnison. 


The following address was made at 
the monthly dinner of the Sphinx Club 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, by 
Herbert F. Gunnison: 

“I take it that the question we are 
cons dering is the comparative value 
of quality and quantity in newepaper 
circulation as relating to newspaper 
advertising. The advertising man as a 
rule is a pretty shrewd indivi tual, and 
if he has had experience is generally 
able to judge correctly those mediums 
which produce the best results. As ft 
is very difficult to trace direct results 
from advertising in any particular 
paper, it is of the utmost importance 
that the advertisers should be able 
to know what papers reach the clase 
of readers who are most apt to be- 
come interested in the announcements 
which they make. 

“I would not make light of papers 
having large circulations, but quantity 
alone counts for very |lttle. There are 
merchants who seek to get into the 
homes by having inserted into reput- 
able newspapers their advertisements 
printed on separate sheets, and, while 
large numbers of these inserts are thus 
circulated, it is doubtful whether that 
kind of circulation is of much value. 


ing is for the sale of luxuries and not 
necessities. 

“Newspapers are made for the publie. 
They must cater to the requirements 
of every reader. If they do not they 
are without readers. The editors 
publishers who can best understand the 
public wants and meet them are con- 
ductors of: the most successful jour- 
nals: but no one newspaper can meet 
the requirements of an entire com- 
munity any more than one religion 
would suit all classes of people or one 
political party enroll all voters under 
its banner. Different classes of indl- 
viduals require different kinds of news- 
papers. As the expert fisherman knows 
the kind of bait to use for the particu- 
lar kind of fish he is angling for, so the 
publisher must know the kind and 
quality of paper to make for the con- 
stituency he is seeking. It is natural 
that every publisher should desire as 
jarge a constituency as possible, but in 
his anxiety for numbers he‘may find 
that he is gaining in readers among 
one class of people and losing readers 
from another. He may add to his cir- 
culation in quantity but lose in quality. 
He may catch more jelly fish but not 
#0 many trout. 

“Undue stresa has been placed on the 
value of large circulation: even some of 
our good friends among the advertis- 
ing agents have sought to reduce ad- 
vertising to an exact science and te 
fix rates for advertising on the basis 
of #0 much per line per thousand of 
circulation. You cannot measure news- 

per advertising as you do cordwood., 

ou cannot fix rates that could be made 
applicable to all papers, because condi- 
tions are so different. An influential 
paper of 5000 circulation In a 8 
town might be of more value to an ad- 
vertiser tha na paper of ten times that 
circulation in a large city. The qual- 
ity of the paper and the character and 
standing of the people who read it are 
factors, in my judgment, of far more 
importance than the question of how 
many papers are printed. 

“It is not so much the number of 
papers which go out of the press room 
which should be carefully examined, 
as the fact where those papers go to 
and who are the people who 
them... Are papers hastily read and 
thrown away? Are they purchased to 
help pass away a few moment's ride 
on a car, or are they delivered in the 
homes to be carefelty read by each 
member of the family? Are they read 
as we would read a hand bill or are 
they read for information and instruc- 
tion, to become the source of our 
knowledge of contemporaneous life? 
The higher the mere literary quality 
of a newspaper, the smaller will be its 
circulation. The masses of the peo- 
ple do not require such a per nor 
could they appreciate it. It is not 
however, for a newspaper 

pedantic or scholarly to 
have a high grade of excellence, but 
it is possible for a paper to be ably 
edited, to be alert and enterprising, 
carry all the news, to use such illus- 
trations as will make clearer the text, 
to be up-to-date in every particular 
and yet maintain that high degree of 
quality that will bring to it such «a 
la number of readers that adver- 
ti will generously use its columns 
an revenues of the paper will be 
such that the best talent and the fin- 
est mechanism can be employed in the 
production of it. Yet such a paper 
must necessarily be limited in circula- 
tion. To meet the requirements of 
its readers, it must carry all the news 
of the world and of the country and 
in addition a large amount of local 
news, society events, obituary notices, 
sports, movements of trade, politics, 
religion and a hundred other subjects 
in which their readers are personally 
interested. If time was eliminated in 
delivery of such a New York per 
to Chicago, it would not sell in that 
city, because the local news that 
would be of so great value here would 
be of no value there. 

“The paper of quantity can publish 
an edition at 8 o'clock In the morning 
at New York and sell in large num- 
bers in the afternoon in Boston. The 
paper of quality could not. The pa- 
per which makes any pretense what- 
ever to its quality is very much re- 
stricted. It cannot print objectionable 
advertisements. If it did, it would be 
Gebarred from the best homes. It 
cannot print advertisements of fake 
concerns, because its readers expect 
its business ethics to be on as high a 
plane as its editorial professions. It 
cannot insult the intelligence of its 
readers by the use of poster type or 
abominations in the way of pictures 
or colors. It cannot make statements 
reflecting on the character of indi- 
viduals without careful ‘investigation. 
It cannot lie. It cannot be dishonest. 
It- cannot print papers at 12 o'clock 
and call them an evening edition. It 
cannot be a braggart and appropriate 
the best portion of the paper in ex- 
pioiting itself and its own achieve- 
ments. The paper of quality fs pre- 
vented from adopting these and other 
practices of so-called modern journal- 
ism. It must be conservative to a de- 
gree. It must be fair and honest tn 
its reports and it must give all the 
news, feaving to its readers to judge 
the proper amount of emphasis to give 
to each item. 

“Can any one doubt the value of 
such paperto the advertiser? Is it not 
true that the thinking. educated. imn- 
fluential public read such papers? Deo 
they not go into the homes to be read 
by father and mother and by the chil- 
dren? Are not the articies of the pa- 
per the topic of daily discussions in 
the family? Does not the quality of 
the paper and the character of the 
people who read it give character to 
the very advertisements that are pub- 
lished’ Many an advertiser would 
give quadruple rates to be admitted 
to the columns of certain papers from 
which they are now excluded. 

“After all the local advertiser knows 
the best mediums. Study the papers 
in this country which seek the ree 
stricted quality circulation, and are 
not managed by the affidavit man, 
whose only idea of success is large 
circulation, and you will find that the 
home advertisers are large patrons of 
those papers. This test alone ought 
to decide the relative value of qual- 
ity. Fortunate, indeed, is the paper 
that can have quality and a generous 
amount of quantity.”

Public attention has been qroused 
by the description of the spread of 
lawlessness under the arbitrary domi- 
nation of foreign-born potentates at 
San Pedro, printed in Sunday's Times.

“True, 
true, every word of it,” said a San 
Pedro business man yesterday. The 
wonder is that such a state of things 
has been tolerated so long in an 
American town, and it is not surpris- 
ing that the revolt has at last set in 
and independent spirits have ex- 
pressed a determination to deliver 
themselves from the house of bond- 
age. 

As was to be expected, the expos- 
ure of these conditions by The Times 
has evoked a howl of rage from the 
labor union bullies who have so long 
held: San Pedro under their lawless 
sway.

HINGS HAVE CHANGED. 4 
A city contractor has just asked 
for an extension of the time allotted 
for the completion of ceftain con- 
tracts, alleging as a reason that he 
has been unable to secure men to 
perform the work so as to complete 
it according to the contract. This 
condition of things is more or less 
prevalent throughout the city—and, 
indeed, throughout the country. 
Work is plentiful everywhere. No 
man able and willing to work need 
be long without employment, whether 
in city or country. Wages, too, are 
good—though it cannot be said that 
they have advanced, as a rule, in pro- 
portion to the increase in the cost of 
living during the past. four or five 
years. 
All this reminds us of a time, 
not so very remote, when conditions 


they are at present. It does not re- 
quire a very retentive memory to re- 
call the time when large numbers of 
willing workers were without employ- 
ment, and when it became necessary 
for the more fortunate citizens, In 
many sections of the country, to de- 
vise ways and means to keep the un- 
employed from actual suffering. In 
this city, it will be remembered, a 
relief fund was raised which was ex- 
pended in the construation of Fre- 
mont Gate, at the Buena Vista street 
entrance to Elysian Park, and in the 
building of a roadway through the 
park. The depression of trade and 
industry was not local, merely, but 
extended to the entire country. There 
was great distress and privation in 
all sections. 


Happily, these distressing cond!- 
tions have long since passed away. 
The nation is prosperous, and in 


every part of the country prosperity 
is prevalent to a remarkable degree, 
as it has been for the \ast four or 
five years. Labor js almost univer- 
sally employed, at good wages. The 
outlook for the future is bright In- 
deed. There is no good reason why 
our prosperity should nct continue ia- 
definitely, if we are wise enough to 
continue in operation the sound poll- 
cles which have made [t. While it ts 
not to be expected that business activ- 
ity will continue forever at high- 
water mark, there will be no reason 
to fear that the terrible conditions of 
want and depression will return un- 
less we deliberately invite them by a 
reversal of the national policies which 
have brought about our prosperity.

ECAYED TURKEY. 

The poor “sick man” of Europe 
is in a desperate way. For many 
years he has been ailing, but now 
his financial condition appears to 
have reached a crisis. A recent dis- 
patch from Constantinople to a Lon- 
don paper states that the situation of 
Turkey apparently is worse than at 
any time since its bankruptcy in 
1876. The new Grand Vizier Said, 
who is aman of vigor, and really 
wishes to get good work done, doesn't 
know which way to turn, as all 
branches of administration are dread- 
fully hampered through the impover- 
ishment of the treasury, and the im- 
mense accumulation of arrears of 
pay. There is good ground for believ- 
ing that he is at present contemplat- 
ing confiscation of the revenues, al- 
ready ceded to foreign § creditors, 
about $15,000,000 a year net. This 
could be done very easily. It is 
likely, however, that Europe would 
act with unity and energy in the 
event of such a breach of faith. In- 
stead of relying on paper protests, as 
in the case of the Armenian mas- 
sacres, the French government would 
no doubt put itself in the forefront in 
defense of European banking inter- 
ests, and Germany, with her impor- 
tant railway projects in Asia Minor, 
would certainly not be content to 
adopt a mere passive attitude. 

The Sultan might perhaps sell 
Palestine to the Jews for enough to 
pay off his pressing debts, but that 
would be only putting off the day of 
reckoning. When that day comes, 
there is likely to be an interesting 
scramble among the great powers of 
Europe for choice pieces of Turkey, 
and it will be something like a mira- 
cle if a big, bloody war should not be 
precipitated. 


California is said to have gained some 
14,000 population through the adoption 
of a system of colonist tickets by the 
transcontinental railways. Had there 
been more yielding to the demand for 
lower fares during all the years that 
the overland roads have been in opera- 
tion, this State would have been three 
times as large, in point of humanity, as 
it is, and the local traffic of the sev- 
eral railway lines would have been 
enormous. And the veriest novice -in 
passenger traffic knows that it is the 
local Aravel that pays. If the changes 
that have been going on in the manage- 
ment of the Southern Pacific, in .par- 
ticular, shall lead to better exemplifi- 
cations of good horse sense, business 
sense and square dealing with the pub- 
lic, Callfornia will have ample reason 
to be happy that the change has been 
brought about.

LASKA’S GOVERNOR 
VISITS LOS ANGELES. 


HON. JOHN G. BRADY COMES SOUTH 
FOR PLEASURE. 


Predicts Great Future for the Un- 
developed Northern Country Which He 
Says Raises Finest Wheat in the 
Land—Better Laws Much Needed. 


Hon. John G. Bradv, Governor of 
Alaska, arrived at the Westminster 
yesterday with his wife and children. 
The wovernor of the United States’ 
most northern possessions—and he is 
an old-timer in that region—is on leave 
of absence, “and has spent some time 
in Oregon, Washington and San Fran- 
cisco before coming here. His visit in 
Los Angeles will be brief. 

Gov. Brady believes Alaska has a 
great future, if laws are granted it by 
Congress under which it may develop; 
and he thinks its ereatest possibilities 
lie in the direction of agriculture. 

“Alaska will be the ereatest wheat- 
growing section of the country,’ he 
says. “Alaskan wheat, subject to the 
severest tests by the Derartment of 
Agriculture in Washington, has proved 
to be the best produced in the United 
States. Experience has shown that 
there are vast areas of the finest agri- 
cultural land in the world to be found 
in Alaska. As an evidence of the mild- 
ness of the climate about Sitka, we 
planted our strawberry nlants on Janu- 
ary 16, and cut rhubarb for the table 
on April 23. Several farmers are now 
producing potatoes, oats and barley 
of superior quality in large quan- 
tities, and all kinds of vege- 
tables, which bring big prices. There 
is never any dearth of moisture, nor 
worrying for rain in the lot of the 
farmer up there.” 

But there is little use in inviting 
settlers to Alaska, he says, until Con- 
gress enacts more favorable laws, as 
it is now impossible for any one to take 
up a homestead claim, for the reason 
that there are no surveys, and the 
Land Office will not open land to set- 
tlement until surveys have been made. 

Gov. Brady also believes that there 
is much mining development § yet tn 
store for Alaska. and expects great 
benefit to the Territory from the build- 
ing of the proposed railroad from Val. 
dez to Eagle Citv. which ts planned as 
an all-American route to the valley 
of the Yukon.

E. Miller, Episcopal mission- 
ary among the Mesa Grande Indians, 
who is at present in the city disposing 
of lace work, in order to assist in 
building a house in which to conduct 
her industrial educational work, is 
meeting with marked success. On her 
rounds Mrs. Miller has found several 
people who wondered what she did 
with the surplus from sale of an Indian 
basket. which she mentioned in the 
diocesan convention as having sold for 
$1. Mrs. Miller stated at the same time 
that the surplus would be paid to the 
Indian who made the basket, but she 
imagined that those persons who asked 
about the surplus, thought that she 
individually profited by it, but such is 
not the case. Persons who wish to do 
an act of real good, for the Mesa 
Grande Indians, will do well to buy 
Mrs. Miller's work and never bother 
about the surplus.

THE STATE'S NEW - 
CONGRESS DISTRICTS. 3 


Current gossip about Congres- 
sional candidates now in the running, 
discloses the fact that voters gen- 
erally are unfamiliar with the 
metes and bounds of the new Congress 
districts of California. 

Under the new apportionment made 
by the last State Legislature, there 
are eight Congress districts in the 
State. It is maintained by Repub- 
lican leaders that the only chance the 
Democrats have of electing a member 
of the national House of Repre- 
sentatives is in the Sixth District. 
The new Sixth is composed of nine 
counties, nearly all of which give 
small Democratic majorities. 

The following information concern- 
ing the old Congress districts, to- 
gether with the names of candidates 
for Congress in the last election, and 
a list of counties contained in the new 
districts, according to the late appor- 
tlonment,; will doubtless prove interest- 
ing to voters generally:

New Map of Juneau District. 

A work of interest and importance 
will soon be undertaken by the Unite 
States Geological Survey in the t - 
graphic mapping of that portion of 
Southeastern Alaska known as the Ju- 
neau district. This part of the Ter- 
ritory, owing to its nearness to the 
coast, abounds in good harbors, and is 
most favorably situated for the early 
development of its rich mineral and 
other resources. It is, therefore, of 
special importance that its topography 
and general physical features should 
be made known by reliable maps. 

The topographic work wil! be under 
the charge of W. J. Peters. who has 
for the last five seasons bern eneace! 
in similar work tn different parts of 
Alaska. He will leave Seattle with 
his party about May 20 and on reach- 
ing Juneau will immediately com- 
mence operations. It is hoped that 
the leneth of the season and the funds 
at his disposal will permit of the 
completion of the quadrangle bounded 
by lat. 58 deg. 9 min.—58 deg. 22 min., 
and long. 134 deg. 14 min.—1%4 deg 4 
min, which will include the areas of 
greatest present and proepective min- 
ing development of the district. The 
field scale of this work will be about 
three-fourths mile to one inch, and the 
topography or relief will be expressed 
by contour lines for every 100 [ret 
of elevation. The map will be based 
on the triangulation already made ly

FINE SITE FOR THE PURPOSE 

OWNED BY THE CITY. 
— 


Superintendent Mulholiand 
That the Basin at Ivanhoe Should Be 


Selected and that it Will Lessen Fu- 
ture Shortages of Water. 


With the dally consumption of Wwa-- 


ter in Los Angeles 

gallons, the importance of t ° 
nouncement made by Superintendent 
Mulholland last Monday before the 
Water Commissioners that the city 
ovwened some property on its north 
boundary that might be converted 
into a storage reservoir capable of 
holding 100,000,000 cubic feet, can 
hardly be overestimated. 

The land in question is just south of 
the town of Ivanhoe and adjoins the 
city limits. It was acquired by the 
city avout twelve years ago as a site 
for a storage reservoir and Was sur- 
veyed two years later, Dut no further 
work was done. It is well adapted 
for such purposeq,_as it forms a de- 
pression in tne ground and could be 
easily filled from the main su 
ditch. Below this basin is a c 
which is the natural outlet for all the 
water from the basin and ravines 
above. The basin is about two thous- 
and feet Wide in the widest part and 
is nearly a mile and a quarter long. 
If it were filled with water there would 
be a depth of sixty feet. Of the land 
in this depression the city owns 110 
acres and the remainder, near the 
mouth of the cafion, can be purchased 
at a*nominal cost, as reported by the 
superintencent. 

it is the plan to fil) this basin in 
the winter with water from the main 
supply ditch that now goes to waste, 
and to begin its distribution about the 
ist of May. Enough water could be 
conserved by this means to furnish @ 
flow of 3,375,000 galions a day for the 
succeeding six months. If the plan 
is accepted it Is the intention of Su- 
perintendent Mulholland to complete 
the basin by constructing a dam across 
the mouth of the cafion, and for 
this purpose 150,000 yards of earth 
will be required. 

Although the possession of such a 
reservoir would greatly relieve the sit- 
uation it is not the only site avatia- 
ble. Less than a mile away and very 
convenient to the site proposed is an- 
other which would be just as availa- 
ble, and which, the superintendent es- 
timates, would hold nearly as much 
water. The two reservoirs together 
would furnish a flow of nearly $,000,00) 
gallons a day. or about one-third of 
the amount that is now consumed by 
the city. 

In speaking of his proposed plan yes- 
terday. Superintendent Mulholland 
said: “The city has reached a point 
in its career where the question of 
the water. supply is vital. Although 
a storage reservoir wil! not ‘solve the 
problem it will help a great deal. 

“For two years at least after it 
is filled the water will not be fit for 
domestic purposes, but can be used 
for supplying the parks and for ir- 
rigation. If it is disposed of in this 
way it will be just as valuable as the 
domestic water. for it will take the 
Place of many million gallons that are 
now used for that purpose. It will n-t 
be long, however, before there wil! be 
no water avahable from present 
sources for irrigation, and by that 
time the storage reservoirs may be 
— for supplying domestic consump- 

jon. 

“About the middle af this month the 
flow in the main supply ditch was &,- 
000,000 gallons, and since that time it 
has decreased nearly 1,000,000 gallons. 
Never since I have been connect>d 
with the waterworks—and that is 
twenty-five years—has there been so 
little water fn this ditch and tn the 
river. The high-water mark was tn 
1895, and the decrease has been at the 
rate of 4,000,000 gallons a year.

FIGHT MEAT TRUST. 


DEMAND SHORTER HOURS AND AN 
INCREASE IN WAGES. 
Quiet Day in Wyoming Coal Region— 
Difference of Opinion as to General 
Strike June Second—Financial Aid for 
Strikers from Railroaders. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CHICAGO, May 25.—Five hundred 
union teamsters employed in the de- 
livery of meat: by the big packers, 
went on a strike at midnight, for a 
substantial increase in wages and for 
shorter hours. Asa result of the strike 
the men say no meat will be delivy- 
ered to retail dealers tomorrow or at 
railroad stations for shipment out of 
the city. The strikers claim that they 
have received assurances of support 
from the other labor organizations 
whose members are employed at the 
stochyards, and that any attempt by 
the packers to fill their places with 
non-union teamsters will result in a 
general tie-up of the packing-houses. 

The strikers assert that their com- 
mittees have been denied conferences 
by the managers of the different pack- 
ing-houses. 


QUIET SUNDAY. 
MINERS ARE PONDERING. 
‘BY NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

WILKESBARRE (Pa) May 25.— 
This was the quietest Sunday in the 
Wyoming region since the strike be- 
gan. The offices of the coal companies 
were deserted, and at strike headquar- 
ters mo one was on duty. 

The circular sent out yesterday by 
President Mitchell, warning the Polish, 
Slavish and Lithuanian miners to re- 
main away from the bituminous re- 
gion of Virginia and West Virginia, 
where strikes are now in progress, 
was read in many of the churches. 
Some of the clergy urged the strikers 
to be law-abiding, and be guided by 
their lealJers so long as the leaders 
= faithful to the trust reposed in 
chem. 

Secretary Mullah of the Stationary 
Fireme.'s Union reported today that 
the poll of the men employed at the 
various collieries has just been com- 
pleted, and that over 90 per cent. of 
the men will quit work on June 
unless an eight-hour day is -grant 
them. Another officer of the union 
says the percentage of engineers who 
will quit work will not be nearly so 
large. The percentage of the pump 
men who will come out is not known. 
If the local operators are to be  be- 
lieved, it will be small. 

The strikers here are inclined to 
look with favor on the action of the 
mine workers’ conference at Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., in ordering a strike of 
the miners in Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. They think it will hasten the 
crisis In the anthracite region. Meet- 
ings of railroad men to discuss the 
advisability of refusing to handle non- 
union and bituminous coal during the 
progress of the miners’ atrike were 
held in Whilkesbarre, Kingston dnd 
Ashley this afternoon. 

The Wilkesbarre meeting was more 
largely attended than the one Friday 
evening. It was stated that no action 
had heen taken. The meeting at 
Kingston agreed to take the matter 
up next week. The Ashley meeting tn- 
dorsed the miners’ strike and will ren-

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE WILL

Opposition to Suggestion that Site

Villainous Record of 
Dr. E. C. Aldrich. 


Married and Deserted 
at Least Six Wives. 


Search Being Made for Some 
of His Victims by Los 
Angeles Officers. 


When, after having wounded a de- 
tective, Dr. BE C. Aldrich fought « 
desperate battle with the police and 
finally shot himself to death in his of- 
fices at Hotel Savoy on May 4, rather 
than submit to arrest on a charge of 
perjury, many persons expressed sur- 
prise that he made such a determined 


and desperate resistance when he was 
wanted only on that charge. It Was 
repeatedly stated that, with the money 
which he possessed, he might have 
returned to Chicago with the Illinois of- 
ficer and would probably have been 
able to secure his acquittal in the 
courts there by the same methods 
which he employed to secure his di- 
vorce. The prediction was then made 
| that an investigation of his record 
? would show that he was wanted some- 
where for some much more serious of- 
fense, and that it was the fear of ar- 
rest for a darker crime which caused 
him to make such a resistance and 
finally take his own life. 

Since the death of Aldrich a 
investigation into his record has 
prosecuted by the Public Adminis- 
trator, assisted by the police, and while 
it has not been learned that Aldrich 
was wanted anywhere except in Chi- 
cago, sufficient facts have been dis- 
= to prove that he was a villain—

Leon F. Moss, Esq. attorney for

WAS NUMBER ONE? 

Mr. Moss is now engaged in trying 
to find the address of a woman who is 
believed to have been one.of Aldrich’'s 
first wives. Whether she was the very 
first is not known, but she was at least 
the third, and if she can be found the 
authorities will be able to trace the 
record of the dead criminal to a time 
before he was married. The woman 
was called Chadwater, Chadwalier or 
Cadwalader, the exact name not hav- 
ing been learned as yet. It will be as- 
certained in a few days, for it is known 
where Aldrich married her and when. 
She wae the daughter of a Methodist 
clergyman and lived in Virginia. Her 
father died and soon after his death 
she met Aldrich, who was then fiving 
in Cincinnati. y were married in 
that city In 1886 and after less than a 

of married life Aldrich deserted 

and married another woman. She, 

too, was later deserted and before Ald- 

rich went to Texas he is said to have 
married again. 

The former Miss Chadwater has not 
been heard from for five or six years, 
and then she lived in Kansas City. 
The police of Kansag City are making 
a diligent search for her and it is pos- 
sible that she may yet be found. There 
also a woman in Omaha who once 
upposed herself to be the wife of 
Aldrich, and she may be induced to 
come to Los Angeles ‘and participate 
in the legal fight which is being made 
to secure the estate, which is worth 
about $20,000, most of it being in cash. 


TO SET ASIDE DIVORCE. 


W. R. Farrar, the Chicago officer 
who came to Los. Angeles for the pur- 
pose of arresting Aldrich and who 
is working in the interest of the woman 
whom Aldrich married in Dallas, Tex., 
in 1899, and whose maiden name was 
Aldridge, left for Chicago Saturday 
night to begin proceedings for the an- 
nullment of the divorce which Aldrich 
gecured by perjury.

Rev. Bishop Montgom- 
ery, who took occasion to speak of 
the many divisions and creeds of the 
Protestant churches, and the real de- 
sire permeating many church bodies 
to secure a union of interests and or- 
ganizations on one common basis. 

Mr. Adams was formerly an Epis- 
copalian, but several years ago em- 
braced the Roman Catholic faith. He 
began the discourse last evening by 
contrasting his former beliefs with 
those he now holds, and 
his former views 
tion,” said onstrous 
lie of the long conspiracy of historians 
is imbedded in the term ‘reformation.’ 

He laid down three lines of investiga- 
tion: Was there a reason for a refor- 
mation? Was it gone about on rea- 
sonable lines? Was the result com- 
mensurate? 

“For many years,” said Mr. Adama, 
“historians referred to the ‘dark ages’ 
as a period of unrivaled horror, foul 
with the biot ofb igotry, licentious- 
ness and suppression of intellectual 
achievements. 

“Within the past few years, how- 
ever, more light on this age has 
poured into historfans’ books, and it 
is admitted that in this period some 
of the world’s notable achievements 
were accomplished. From thence came 
forth the Magna Charta. the right of 
trial by jury, a Dante, a Gallillo, a 
Gutenberg, and wonderful works of 
art and sculpture, which today stand 
unsurpassed; and the great universi- 
ties of Europe are founded on gifts 
from this age.

“The chureh stood out against the 
time of unwased human life in semi- 


barbaric Europe, and with the uplifted 


cross and unsheathed bladé of one sim- 
ple little. word, Love, wrought out 
the modern ci tion of continental 
Europe. 

“It may be that individuals failed to 
teach the truth, but the church sup- 
pressed them. Archbishops and patri- 
archs were excommunicated for say- 
ing that Christ was like God, but was 
not God. Unworthy members were cut 
off, but the church survived, as it will 
and must, for God, who established it, 
said: ‘Lo, I am with you always, to 
the consummation of the world.’ This 
is a direct charge to the church, and 
no so-called reformation could prevail 
against it. 

“We had a chained Bible, you say. 
Thank God, the old church was there 
to chain it. Protestant churches 
scarcely know whether they have a 
Bible at all, today, as chapters and 
books are lopped off with ease. They 
have it today; tomorrow they may not. 
The old church stands for the invin- 
cibility of the Bible, and has been 
steadfast for it almost two thousand 
years. 

“Luther's own letters prove that his 
life was one long sewer of sensuality. 
Can it be that, even were there need 
of reformation, God would use such 
an instrument like this against His 
own church? 

“The results of the movement have 
been the blunting of the moral senses. 
Creeds have multiplied, and are oc- 
casionally revised; the Bible is dis- 
credited; there is a laxity of regard 
for the marriage ties, and a pressure 
on the divorce courts, and the mur- 
der of children yet unborn is winked at. 

“The old mother church stands as 
a bulwark to protect the Bible, thun- 
ders against crime and the trans- 
gressors of moral law, and is the un- 
filnching moral protector of ethics.” 

Tonight the Newman Club enter- 
tains Mr. Adams with a banquet at 
Levy's. On Tuesday evening at the 
Woman's Club House the lecturer will 
speak on “The Theater.”
